1) REMARKS: IN PLACE OF A PART TIME POSITION, THE POST WAS AUTHOR- 
IZED AN ADDITIONAL FULL TIME LOCAL POSITION ON 2/23/76. WHICH WAS 
FILLED BY AN FSL 8 EFFECTIVE 4/6/76. THE NEW POSITION WILL PERMIT 

THE POST TO MEET INCREASES IN WORKLOAD ANTICIPATED OVER THE NEXT 
3-5 FISCAL YEARS. 

2) THOSE INCREASES WILL STEM PRIMARILY FROM HIGHER NIV ISSUANCE. 
ESTABLISHED SEASONAL TRENDS, AS WELL AS RETURNS FROM THE FIRST 
HALF OF FY-1976, POINT STRONGLY TO A 20-25 PERCENT INCREASE THIS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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YEAR IN ISSUANCE- A GROWTH RATE CHARACTERISTIC OF THE PERIOD 
SINCE FY-1974. GROWTH WAS EVEN MORE EXPLOSIVE IN THE EARLY 1970'S, 

WHEN THE TRANSFER OF FEDERAL FUNCTIONS TO BRASILIA WAS STILL IN HIGH 
GEAR; 

WHEN THE LOCAL TOURIST INDUSTRY WAS DEVELOPING ATTRACTIVE TOURIST 
PACKAGES TO THE U.S.; AND WHEN THE 

NUMERICAL BASE FOR PERCENTAGE INCREASES WAS RELATIVELY SMALL. 
COMING AS IT DOES AFTER THE CONSOLIDATION OF THESE TRENDS, THE 
GROWTH OF THE LAST SEVERAL YEARS RESPONDS TO LESS VOLATILE 
FACTORS AND REPRESENTS A BETTER BASIS FOR FUTURE PROIECTIONS. 

THE FOLLOWING CONSTANTS POINT TO A CONTINUED GROWTH AT THIS 
"MATURED" RATE; 1) GROWING AFFLUENCE COUPLED WITH THE AVAILABILITY 
AND VIGOROUS PROMOTION OF GROUP TOURS (PARTICULARLY TO DISNEY 
WORLD) AT ATTRACTIVE PRICES AND LIBERAL FINANCING 2) INCREASED 
TRAVEL TO THE U.S. BY BRAZILIAN GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS AND 
EMPLOYEES OF MIXED-ECONOMY CORPORATIONS HEADQUARTERED IN BRASILIA, 
AS A CONSEQUENCE OF DEEPENING ECONOMIC INTERDEPENDENCE AND THE 
PROLIFERATION OF CONSULTATIVE MECHANISMS WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK 
OF THE EVOLVING "SPECIAL RELATIONSHIP" BETWEEN THE U.S. AND 
BRAZIL; EXPANSION OF PRIVATE STUDENT EXCHANGE PROGRAMS, 

PARTICULARLY OPEN DOOR; GROWTH OF GOVERNMENT SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAMS 
TO U.S. INSTITUTIONS, WITH VISA ISSUANCE COORDINATED BETWEEN THIS POS 
T 

AND THE MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND CULTURE IN BRASILIA; CONTINUED 
MOVEMENT OF POPULATION AND DEVELOPMENT RESOURCES INTO THE AMAZON 
REGION AND THE FEDERAL DISTRICT. 

3) PASSPORT SERVICES WILL KIKELY REGISTER ONLY MODEST INCREASES IN 
THE MEDIUM TERM, REFLECTING A SIMILAR RATE OF GROWTH OF THE AMERICAN 
COMMUNITY IN THE CONSULAR DISTRICT. THAT COMMUNITY IS THE PRODUCT OF 
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NOW SUBSIDED WAVES OF SETTLEMENT BY MISSIONARIES, PIONEER FARMERS, AN

USG PERSONNEL TRANSPLANTED FROM RIO DE IANEIRO. 

4) SCS CASES ARE A LESS PREICTABLE COMPONENT, BUT ARE ALSO LIKELY 
TO INCREASE, ALBEIT AT A MODERATE RATE, AS THE RESULT OF -) 

INCREMENTAL INCREASES IN THE SIZE OF THE AMERICAN COMMUNITY 

2) ANNUAL GROWTH IN AMERICAN TOURISM TO BRASILIA, CURRENTLY 
ESTIMATED AT 10-20 PERCENT PER YEAR 

BY THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT TOURIST DEPARTMENT, BUT POSSIBLY DUE TO 
RISE IN RESPONSE TO GOB PROMOTIONAL CAMPAIGNS NOW BEING ORGANIZED

ORGANIZATION OF THE CONSULAR PACKAGE, ALTHOUGH FOR MAN-HOUR ACCOUNTIN

PURPOSES, WE HAVE IN MOST CASES ENTERED THE TIME EXPENDED UNDER THE 
HEADING OF SCS. THESE REQUIREMENTS INCLUDE, BUT ARE NOT LIMITED TO,

FOR THE ONE FULL-TIME AMERICAN EMPLOYEE, ON THE HYPOTHESIS THAT 
SCS REQUIREMENTS (INCLUDING THOSE JUST CITED) REMAIN UNDIMINISHED, 
WHILE NIV CASES GROW IN NUMBER. IT IS POSSIBLE THAT THIS OVERTIME 
COMPONENT CAN BE REDUCED BY STEAMLINING OF OPERATIONS AND THE 
DELEGATION OF CERTAIN RESPONSIBILITIES TO THE ADDITIONAL FULL-TIME
